HE Main of this was wrir ſome 
Years agoe,for my oon Satisfaction, 
to eſtabliſh my Faith in the important 
Points of the Divinity of our 
Lord and bleſſed Saviour Feſus Chriſt, 
and the Satisfaction he made to the 
Divine Juſtice of God for our Sins 
by his meritorious Death; and, 
together with my. Thoughts on ano- 
ther Subject, Intituled, Some Arguments to Prove the Be- 
ing of a God, the Truth of the Scriptures, and Feſus Chriſt's 
being the true Meſſias, was (ent to the Preſs before I ever 
heard of the Reviving of that pernicious Opinion of Ari a- 
n1ſm, and its ſo un happily ſpreading among the Profeſſors 
of Chriftianity, which prompred me to Print it thus fingly, - 
"'* I call it Arianiſm, for whatever new Name, or new 
Dreſs Perſons are pleaſed to give it, it's certain, it is only

The Beginning of theſe Evils liath appeared but too viſi- 
bly * among our Selves. | ab Tory | 
As 1 {aid above, theſe unbappy Notions breaking out 
again ſo viſibly, I thought all that named the Name of 
Chriſt, and were concerned for the Honour of his God and 
Saviour, and of the Bleſſed and Holy Spirit in whom we 
were Baptized, and from whom we expect both Salvari- 
on and Sanctification, ſhonld endeavour to put a Stop to 
theſe growing Errors; or at leaſt to bear their Teftimony 
to the Belief of this great Point, fo clearly, I think, re- 
vealed in God's Word, That Feſus Chriſt is God as well 
as Man, of the ſame divine Efſence with the Eternal 
God his Father, that he is by that Eſſence equal with the 
Father, as partaking of his Nature, and that we are nor 
redeemed with corruptible Things, ſuch as Silver and 
Gold; (or with Calves or Goats, as thoſe under the Law, ) 
but with the precious Blood of the Son of God, as a Lamb 
without Spot or Blemiſh ; which the Apoſtle Pau, Acts 
20, 28. calls, The Blood of God. So does St. John in his 
firſt Epiſtle, Chap. 3. ver. 16. It was his being God, ad- 
ded Value to his Death and Sufferings, and hereby God's 
Juſtice and God's Honour was vindicated, as the Apoſtle 
repeats it twice in Rom. 3. 25, 26. To declare, ſays he, 
(of God,) his Righteouſneſs, that he might be juſt; and 
yet the Fuſtifier of them that believe in Jeſus 5 here lay 
the Streſs of the Apoſtle's Argument, that God's Juſtice 
was fully ſatisfied by the powerful Merits of his well-be- 
loved Son, who voluntarily laid down his Life for us, and 
by the Merits of fo divine a Perſon, made complear A- 
tonement for our Sins, Let ſuch who leſſen his Divinity, 
and ſo.þy Conſequence, the great Merits of his Sufferings, 
„and likewiſe the Divinity of the holy and ſanctifying 
Spirit, through whole Influences we are renewed and horn 
again, and without which new Birth, our bleſſed Saviour 
ſays in the 3d Chapter of Sr. John, we ſhall not enter into 
the Kingdom of Heaven; I fay, let them conſider that 
awful Place of Scriptnre, Heb. 10. 28, 29, 30. He that 
deſpiſed Moſes's Law died without Mercy under two or three 
Witneſſes: Of how much ſcrer Puniſhmena ſuppoſe ye, ſhall 
he be thought worthy, who bath trodden under Foot the Son of 
God, and counted the Blood of the Covenant wherewith he was 
Sanftified, an unholy thing, and bath done deſpite unto t be 
Spirit of Grace?

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that he gave his only begotten Son, that whoſoever believes h

And again, the Lord ſhalljudge his People. It it a fan 
2 — to fall into the Hands of the Living God. fo 1 
fear they will find, who have thus blaſphemed the Son 
and bleſſed Spirit, by leſſening the firſt, and blaſphemoufl 
denying the Divinity of the Spirit, as ſome lately have 
done; by thus leſſening the Son, they have counted his 
Blood but as common Blood, and not to have that Effi- 
cacy as the Apoſtles Paul and St. Fobn thought it had, in 
the abovementioned Verſes, by calling it the Blood of God; 
for though the divine Nature could nor ſuffer, yer the U- 
nion of this Divine Perſon with our Nature, made him ca- 
pable of Suffering, and it was that which added Luftre, 
and pur Value on all his Sufferings; his divine Nature 
was that Altar on which the unſpotted Lamb of God of- 
fered up himſelf for our Sins; hereby God is gloriſied as 
well as Man ſaved, and therefore our bleſſed Lord ſaith, 
Joh, 5. 23. He that honoureth not the Son, honoureth not 
the Father that ſent him, And again, Phil, 2. 11, ſpeak- 
ing of the admirable Condeſcenſion of Chriſt, who was equal 


to the Father, and thought it no Robbery to be ſo, (and there- 


fore certainly it was no Robbery if Chriſt did not think it a- 
ny, ) St. Paul ſays, it was on the Account of this Conde ſcenſion 


that God ſo highly honoured him as our Mediator, (for as 


to his eſſential Glory as God, he could have no Addition 


to that Glory,) this Honour given to Chrift, the Apoſtle 
declarerh in the ↄth and 1oth Verſes of this Chapter, He 


then goes on in the 11th Verſe, in theſe Words; And 


that every Tongue ſhould confeſs that Feſus Chriſt is Lord, 


to the Glory of God the Father. How admirably, and con- 


ſiſtently, (and nor flatly and inconſiſtently, as the Ari ans of 


late, would ſtretch this Portion of Scripture,) does the A- 
poſtle argue in this Place, In the 5th Verſe of this Chap- 


ter he ſets us an Example of Humility, from'Feſws Chrift's 
great Condeſcenſion, who being ſo great a Perſon as one 


equal to the Father, He humbled himſelf, (and became 


Man, ) and became obedient to Death, even the Death of the 


Crcſs; for which high Condeſcenſion, God exalred him 
as our Mediator. And then he goes on in this 11th Verſe to 


ſhe w, that it is for che Honour of God that we ſhould confeſs 
\ J:ſus.C brit is Lord. For this is an Honour to his Juſtice, 


to have ſo great a Perſon fartisfie ir, in becoming an A- 
tonement for our Stns. It's an Honour to his Mercy, as 
our dear Lord ſays, Joh. 3. 16. God ſo loved the Varld, 
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1 (vid : 
un ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſting Life. aTo 
the On 4 Joh. 3. 1. So that 10 delt and 
leſſen the Son, is aDiſhonour to both theſe Attributes. Tis alſo 
a leſſening the Love of God, in giving us his Son to die for 
us, and a leſſening of the Merits and infinite Love of Fe- 
ſus Chriſt in lay ing down his Life for our Salvation and 
Juſtiſcation. By rhe Conſideration of this abovementi- 
oned 2d Chapter to the Philipprams,we may ſee the impor- 
tant Uſes we may make of this Chapter, according to the 
natural Senſe of it. But this admirable Chapter as well 
as others, that aſſert the Divinity of our bleſſed Lord, has 
been tortured to make it ſpeak a very flat and different 
Senſe, without any Coherence, and quite contrary to the 
Apoſtle's Detign, ro teach us that Grace of Humility, by 
ſo noble an Argument as the Condeſcention of our bleſſed 
Lord, Certainly ſome Men want this admirable Grace 
of Humility, or elſe they would not be ſo bold as they 
are, to ſet themſelves againſt rhe expreſs Declarations of 
God's Truth, his divine Revelations concerning his Son 
ard Spirit, endeavouring by their vain Conceits, to com- 
prehend the great and Almighty God. That Queſtion in 
Job may well be put to them; Canſt thou by ſearching 
find out God? Canſt thou find out the Almighty to Perfe- 
ion? Job 10. J. How vain an Attempt is rhis, for 


ſuch grovelling Worms as we are, who cannot compre- 


hend our own Frame, how our Souls and Bodies are u- 
nited; nay, the leaſt Flie or Mite will puzzle us ro com- 
prehend irs Make; and yet fo aſpiring are we, as to pretend 
to underſtand and comprebend the Nature of God, what 
1s; and what is not in his Nature. As Pride was the un- 
doing of our firſt Parents, to be knowing · as God, and as they 
fell by it from their primitive State, ſo it is plain we have 
the ſame Corruption ſticking cloſe to us, which is the 
Seed of all Contention, Hereſies, and Oppoſitions, to God's 
Truth and the divine Myſteries of it; chis makes us ſearch 
out Evaſions, and ſets us to rack and torture many Places of 
Scripture to bring them down-to out own Comprehenſions 
and ſhallow Underſtandings. So that by ſome Mens per- 
verſe Interpretations of Scripture, one would rhink the 
Bible was only writ for Sophiſters to criticize on, inſtead 
of being writ bythe infallible Spirit of God, to lead us 
intoall Trath, in order ro Salvation. By their ſtriving to evade 
many plain Places of Scriprure, and putting ſuch odd 
Gloſſes, on them, contrary to the expreſs Word of God, 
xd; , | as 
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as well as common Senfe, (as the Learned Bp, $riÞing; 


feet, in his Book againft the Socinians has ſhewed z) it 


'plainly appears to What plunge they are put to avoid the 
Evidence of Chrift's Divinity. How greatly is it to be 
lamented that we are fallen into ſuch a wretched Age, 
that almoſt all Perſons ſeek their own Humour, their own 
Wills and Inftirutiorts, in Oppoſition to God's Laws and 
Ordinances; and their own Gain, and Temporal 
Advancement, inſtead of the Things of Feſus Chriſt, 
our Lord; and our God, who has fo deariy bought, 
and ranſomed us with his own Blood. What ungrateful 
Returns do we make to bim for his Love? Do we thus 
require the Lord Chriſt? Do we ſo ſlight his Merits 3 
This is enough to ſtir up the Zeal of ail that love the 
Lord Feſus Chriſt, and were Baptized in his Name, and in 


the Name of the Bleſſed Spirit, all that pretend to be 


Chriſtians, to ſtand in the Gap, and to endeavour to make 


up the Breach, the Devil, by theſe Errors, has laid open; 


to contend earneſtly fir the Faith once delivered to the 
Saints, fince thoſe Times are come ſpoken of in Jude, 
ver. 4. that there are certain Men crept in unawares, who 
were before ordained to this Condemnation ungodly Men, 
turning the Grace of God into Laſciviouſneſs, and denying 
the only Lord God, and our Lord Feſus Chriſt, This ſeems 


to be the very Picture of our late Apoſtacy in this great 
Point of Chriſt's Divinity. Sure this ſhould provoke all 
ſuch as would nor be counted Neuters in Chriſt's Cauſe, 


to appear in his Defence, in the Defence of his Divinity, 
in owning of ir, in Profeſſing our Belief of it before Men, 
Let us confider what J-/us Chriſt ſays ro the Church of 
the Laodiceans, inthe 3d Chapter of rhe Revelations; I 
know thy Works, that thou art neither Cold nor Hot: I 
would thou wert Cold or Hot, So then becauſe thou art Luke- 
warm, and neither Cold nor Hot, I will ſpue thee out of my 
Mouth. A dreadful Sentence,and to be heeded by all thar 


are indifferent in Chriſt's Cauſe: He has declared, he 


that is not with him, is againſt bim, Mark 9. 40. And 
that whoſoever confeſſeth Chriſt before Men, him alſo Chriſt 
will confeſs before his Father which is in Heaven: But on 
the contrary, he that ſhall deny him before Men, him alſo 


will Chrift deny before Lis Father - which is in Heaven, 


Matt. 10. 32, 33. And that wh:ſoever hateth not Father 

and Mother, yea, and his own Life too, (in Comparifon” of 

Chriſt, Sc.) cannot be his Diſciple, Luk. 14. 26, Fa 
| uc 
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ſuch conſider theſe ſeveral Places of Scripture, who are; 


Lukewarm in God's Cauſe, in the Profeſſing and 
Owning the Divinity of his Son before Man. (2.) Let 


others confider that Place of St» Mark, that are ſhy of 


Declaring their Minds as to this great Point, who, if the 

are not Ari ans themſelves, are certainly of the Side of 
thoſe that have openly and moſt blaſphemouſly inſulted 
our bleſſed Saviour, and the divine Spirit, and by chat their 


Niceneſs at leaſt, ſkreen them from the open Cenſure that 


ought to pals on ſuch bold Hereticks. Let them conſider, 
Laſtly, Whether they ought not rather ro withdraw from 
ſuch Perſons, go out from among them, and ſeparate them- 


ſelves from them, as juſt Lot did, except they will be 


Partakers.of their Plagues ; whether they ought nor, in- 
ſtead of Defending and Pleading for them, if they would 
ſhew their Love to Chriſt, hate their Society. The Apo- 


ſtle John ſays, we ought not to bid ſuch Hereticks God 


ſpeed, nor receive them into our Houſes 3 for be that 
biddeth bim God ſpeed, i. 2 of his evi Deeds, in the 
3d Epiſtle of John the roth and 11th Verſes, And jr was 
with reſpect to this Doctrine concerning Chriſt, that Jobn 
ſaith theſe Things, as is plain from the ↄth Verſe of this Epi- 
ſtle; and what the Apoſtle commanded, the ſame Rule 
he followed; for Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory gives us an Ac- 
count, that he immediately went out of the Bath upon 
Cerinthus the Heretick's coming into it, abhorring his 
Company; his Opinion, as it's ſaid, was to leſſen the 
Divinity of our Saviour, it was againſt him and Ebion 


that he wrote his Goſpel, to confute their vile Opinions; 


It is a Commendation by Chriſt himſelf of the Church of 
Epheſus, in Rev. 2. 2. that they could not bear them that are 
Evil. Let all ſuch conſider, how their Carriage does com- 
port with theſe divine Injunctions, and Examples, that 
have done what lay in their Power to vindicate, and to 
ſkreen all thoſe that they muſt in their own Conſciences 
know and believe were infected with theſe groſs Errors; 
how Chriſt will take it at the laſt Day, for them, inſtead 
of abhorring ſuch Opinions, and avoiding the bringers in 
of them, to appear in their Vindication, and to counte- 
nance them by their Speeches and Prelence, (I only ſpeak 
in caſe they have uſed all Means poſſible by Admonitions 
and Intreaties ro bring them out of their Errors.) Let us 
re member a trying Time is coming, Death is haſting ; and 
though perhaps in Healch theſe Things may ſeem flight 5

yet when we are to appear before the Face of Chriſt onr

: Hoking i it highly necelſiry to eſtabliſh 
our Belief in the great Doctrine of 
the Triniry, eſpecially in this Age, 
wherein it's ſo undermined, I have 
taken ſome Pains to confirm my 
ſelf in the Belief of rhis important 
Point, that there is a Trinity in U- 
nity, Three Perſons, but one God, 
pw, which we call, Father, on, and 
Holy Ghoſt ; who though one in Eſſence, yet they ar 
diſtinct Perſons. 
I ſhall firſt conſider what Intimations of this myſteri- 
ons Doctrine we have in the Old-Teftamenr ; for as to 
the New, I think it's ſo clear it admits of no diſpute.

Firſt, Thar there were plain Intimations in the Old-Te- 
ſtament of a Plurality of Perſons in the Godhead, (I ſhall 
begin with the Judgment of the Jewiſh Church, in the 
Book abovementioned.) There tis ſaid, That rhe Word E- 
* lohim, Gods, does plainly import a Pluraliry, and that 
* Moſes repeats this Word 30 Times in the Creation of 

the World, and that the Talmudiſts themſelves were 
. © perſwaded of a Piurality in the Word Elohim, as to 
reach in Title, Megilla, c. 1. fol. 11. and ſays, that the 
*' Seventy Interpreters did purpoſely change the Notion of 
4 Plurality, couched in the Hebrew plural, into a Greek 
* ſingular, as they did in Gen. 1. 26. and 11. 7. leaſt 
* Prolemy Phil adelphus ſhould conclude, that the Jews, as 
well as himſelf, had a Belief of Pohtheiſm; this was ta- 


ken Notice of by St. Jerome, in his Preface to the Book 
De Nuæſt. Hebr.

© Who hath eſtabliſhed all the Ends of the Earth? What 
i his Name, and what is his Son's Name? This Son can 
be underſtood of na other, than rhe eternal Wiſdom,or 
Word, that aſſiſted in the Creation, as was beforemen- 
« tioned, Elſewhere the Son, or the Word, is ſpoken of 
according to the Jewiſh Expoſitions of ſuch Texts, where 
he is named, and yer he is called God and Lord; as 
* Pſal. 45. 7. O God, thy God hath anointed thee. And 
Pſal. 110. 1. The Lord ſaid nnto my Lord, Sit thou at 
my right Hand, until I make thine Enemies thy Foot-ſtool. 
Both which Pſalms are apply'd ro our Saviour in the 
1ſt Chapter of the Hebrews, 

And chat the Spirit is ſpoket of as a Perſon, none can 
* be ignorant of, that conſults the beginning of Geneſis, 

2. to act a part in the Work of 
Creation, and to move on the Face of the Waters, The 
© Fews could not ſay this Spirit was an Angel, becauſe they 


all agree, Angels were not created when the Spirit mov-

©. followerh, Gen. 6. 3. My Spirit ſhall not always ftrive 
with Man, Ic was likewiſe the Holy Spirit of God that 
* inſpired thoſe Patriarchs to give thoſe Admonitions and 
© Warnings to the wicked World of Mankind, before the 
Flood; by which he ſtrove to bring them ro Repenr- 
* ance. It was the ſame Divine Spirit, whoſe Operations 
the Iſraelites were ſenſible of in bis Inſpiring the 70 El- 
'« ders, Numb. 1 1. 25, 26. The Pſalmift, no doubt, thought 
of thoſe Words of Meſes in the beginning of Geneſis, 
-« When he ſaid, in Speaking of the Works of Creation, 
Pſal. 33. 6. By the Word of the Lord were the Heavers - 
made; and all the Hoſts of them by the Breath of his 
Mouth. And this Spirit he ſenſibly knew to be a Perſon;

* Thus we have collected a great man Places from the 
Old- Teſtament which ſpeak of a Trinity, which do re- 
5 duce the Plurality which we ſpoke of, and proved be- 
fore, to a Trinity in the Unity of the divine Nature, We 
# ſee three diſtinct Characters of the Father,the Son, and 
* the Holy Spirit; we ſee the Generation of the Son 
* expreſſed, and the Miſſion of the Holy Spirit upon the 
* Son when he came in our Nature. We ſee the Num- 
ber Three in begging Pardon of our Sins, of Bleſſing, 
and in returning Praiſes to God, intimating. there were 
{ Three, from whom all good Things come. ; 
l ſhall confider whether the like Inferences were made 
by the Fews before Chriſt came. Of this our Author gives 


ſeveral Inſtances, but I ſhall only mention one, who is

he ſpoke but ro one, Ver, 3. ſaying, My Lord, , now I

cording to the literal Senſe, Philoexpounds irof the 3697

which are inconfiſtent with any bur God; and likewiſe 
from the incommunicable Attributes of God, which are 
aſcribed to Chrift; and from the particular Names 
of God, which are alſo given to Chriſt. | | 
At Chriſt's firſt Coming into the World he is called 
Immanuel, which being interpreted is, God with ut, Matt. 
1. 23. Col. 2. 8, 9. Beware 'leaſt any Man ſpoil. you 
threugh Philoſophy and vain deceit, after the Tradition of 
Men, after the Rudiments of the Mild, and not after Chriſty 
(Which by the Way, ſeems to be levelled againſt our Self- 
conceited Cavillers, who are wiſe in their own Opinion.) 
And ir follows, (v. 9.) For in him (meaning Chriſt,) dwel- 
leth all the Fulreſs of the Godhead bodily. an any thing be 
more expre's than this Paſſage of Scripture to prove 
Chriſt's Divinity. | . 

To the fame purpoſe is Heb, 1, 3. JYho being the Bright- 
"neſs of his Glory, and the expreſs Image of his Perſon, ſpeak- 
ing of God, as is plain from the Beginning of the Chapter, 
and of Chriſt's likeneſs ro him, 

To the {ame purpoſe is Phil. 2. 6, 7. Who being in the 
Firm of God, thought it not Robbery to be equal with God : 
But made himſelf of no Reputation, and took, upon him the 
Form of a Servant, and was made in the Likeneſs of Men. 
Now ſince it is certain that Feſus Chriſt was really a Man, 
rhough it is expreſſed the Form of a Man, we may from 
hence conclude, the Form of God, was God himſelf, for 
this Conſequence naturally follows the other.

That Chriſt did often take this Title of the Son of God, 
is plain to any that reads the New - Teſtament, and like- 
wiſe that he uſed it in the Senſe that has been befp re men- 
tioned, his Son by Divine Nature and Original. Joh. 5. 
17. M, Father worketh bitherto, and I work. (v. 18.) There- 
fore the J:ws ſought the more to kill him, becauſe he had 
nos only broken the Sabbath, but ſaid alſo that God was his 
Father, making himſelf equal with God, Now itis plain 

from hence, that the Jews took Chriſt's Words in the ſtrict- 
eſt Senſe, that he was the Son of God by Divine Nature: 
This Charge our Saviour denies not, nor goes about to 
convince the Fews that he meant not the Son of God in the 
Manner they thought, as he ſurely would have done had 
ir been ſoz ſince otherwiſe he would have given Occa- 
ſion to a dangerous and fatal Error, namely, the giving 
that Glory to himſelf, which was due to God alone, and 
which God has declared, he never will give to any, I ſay, 
It's certain that Chriſt, who came to lead Men into all 
Truth, and did fo declare in Foh.

Doctrine, and firm 
Foundarion,) he will build his Church, (and nor on the 
Pope, as Peter's Succeſſor, but his being the Son of God,) 
and the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt ir}; and in- 
deed, it was by his being the Son of God, God as well as 
Man, that he overcame the Powers of Satan, both in his 
Life, and by his meritorious Death, which was only effe- 
\Qtval by his Divinity, united with his Humanity, where- 
by he was capable of Suffering, as has been before ſhew- 

eo. But to proceed, 0 
In Foh 12. 49. He declared, his Father had ſent him; 
and given him a Commandment what he ſhould ſay. ya 
$i 8 de-

declares his Sofiſhip likewiſe in oh 13. 3. Jeſus Knowing 
that the Father had given all things into his Hands, an 
that he was come fr m God, and went to God. 

In the 14th of John, after he had declared to his Diſci- 
ples that he was going to his Father to prepare a Manſion 
for them; and upon Philip's ſaying to him, Lord, ſhew us 
tbe Father and it ſuſſiceth us; Feſus anſwered, in the next 
Verſe, Have I been ſo long time with you, and yet haſt thou 
not known me, Philip? He that hath ſeen me, hath ſeen 
the Father, and how ſayeſt thou then, ſhew us the Father ?. 
To the ſame Purpoſe is the 7th Verſe of this Chapter, If 
vc had known me, ye ſhould have known the Father alſo: and 
from hence forth ye know him, and have ſeen him. Does 
not this make out what St. Paul fays in Heb. 1, 3. that he 
was the expreſs Image of his Perſon; lo expreſs, that 
whoſocver had ſeen one, had ſeen the other. And would 
nor this have been an high Preſumption for any created 
Being to have ſaid this of them ſelves had they not been 
really God? He goes on to the i oth Verſe, and declares, 
that the Father was in him, and he in the Father; and 
that be and the Father will manifeſt themſelves to all that 
believe in him. Ver. 23. and that his Fat her will love 
him, (that kee peth Chriſt's Words, ) and we will come unto 
him, and make our abode with him. In this Paſſage, Chriſt 
ſhewerh his Omniſcience, that he will be nearly preſent 
by the Communion of his. Love to thoſe thar keep his 
Commands, and likewiſe, that Chriſt, equally with the 
Father, and the bleſſed Spirit, (whom he mentions in Ver. 


16.) will make their abode with every good Chriſtian, and 


how great a Happineſs and true Felicity ſuch a Commu- 
nion of the bleſſed Trinity is, none can imagine but thoſe 
that have experienced it; and none can expect to feel it, 
that deny the Divinity of either the Son or bleſſed Spirit, 
into whom we were Baptized, and in whom we live, and 
move, and have our Beings, N Hg 

In Febn 16. 15, Chrift declares, that all Things the 
Father hath are his. And in ver. 28. that he came forth 
from the Father, and came into the World: again, I leave 
the World, and go to the Father; which ſhewed his Di- 
vine Original, and that he had a Being with God be- 
fore he came into the World, as ſhall be ſhewed in 
due Place. [oa | |

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In Jobn 17. he prays to his Father, and declares in tha 
2d Verſe, that it is Life Eternal to know thee the erue 
God, and J:ſus Chriſt whcm thou haſt ſent. And in the 
24th Verſe, hc ſpeaks in a high Strain, and declares ro his 
Father, it was his Mill that they alſo that God had giv- 
en him, ſhould be with him, that they might behold his 
Glory, which God had given him ; for thou lovedſt me, ; 
(ſaich Chriſt.) before the Foundation of the World, © 
In Matt 26. 63. The High Prieſt ſaid unto Jeſus, 
I adjure thee by the Living God, that thou tell us, whether 
thou be the Chriſt the Son of God. Jeſus ſaid unto him, in 
the next Verſe, Thou haſt ſaid: Nevertheleſs I ſay unto 
you, Hereafter ſhall ye ſee the Son of Man ſitting on the right. 
Hand F Power, and coming in the Clouds of Heaven, (Ac- 
cording to Daniel's Deſcription of the Son of Man, Dan, 
7. 13, 14,) Upon Chrift's ſaying this, the High Prieſt 
rent his Cloaths, ſaying, He hath ſpoken Blaſphemy « 
Now is it not plain from hence, that the High Prieſt un- 
derſtood what Chriſt had ſaid, to be an owning of him- 
ſelf to be the Son of God by divine Nature and Eſſence, 
by the High Prieft's declaring he had ſpoken Blaſphemy 
by his Confeflion 2 and is it not as plain, that our Savi- 
our did not convince the High Prieſt that he took his Con- 
feſſion in a wrong Senſe, as Chriſt certainly would have 
done had he been a meer Man? but he not only owns 
himſelf ro be the Son of God, upon the High Prieft's Ad- 
juration, hut likewiſe ſuffers Thomas in expreſs Terms, 
to call him God, in rhe 2oth Chapter of John, ver. 28. 
And Thomas anſwered and ſaid unto bim, My Lord and my 
God, He does not only take this Title without reproving 
Thomas for it; but commends his Faith, ſay ing, v.29. Tho- 
* mas, becauſe thou haſt ſeen me, thou haſt believed: 
bleſſed are they that have nor ſeen, and yet have be- 
lieved. And it is added in the laſt Verſe of this Chap» 
ter: Thele things are written, that ye might believe, 
that jeſus is the Chriſt the Son of God, and that Believ- 
* ing ye might have Life through his Name,” Is it nor. 
evident from all theſe Places, thar he was the Son of God 
by divine Nature and Eſſence ? that he was God as well 
as Man? That the Jews really took him by his Dif- 
courſe to be ſuch > And can we ſuppoſe, that Feſus 
Chriſt, who was ſo holy, ſo humble, ſo zealous of nis Fa- 
ther's Honour, would have aſſumed this Title ro himſelf, 
and haye led the Jews and his Diſciples into fo pe 
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Error, (eſpecially. knowing amongſt the Jews what 4 
Crime it was for any to ftile or call themſelves Gods,) if 
Chrift had nor been really God? If we obſerve in the 
Old-Teſtament, God ſeems not to puniſh any Sin ſo ſe- 
verely as Idolatry, paying that Homage and Worſhip to 
a Creature which is due only to God the Creator; and 
God has declared, His Glory will he not give to another, 
Tai. 42..8. And yet it is ſaid by God himſelf concern- 


ing Chrift, Heh. 1. 6. And let all the Angels of God Mor- 


ſhip him. In ſhort, by the Whole of Chriſt's Carriage, 
and likewiſe by the Teſtimony of God from Heaven, we 
muſt believe Chriſt ro be a divine Perſon, God as well as 
Man; for he could not have been a good Man if he had 
led the People into an Error of his being God, it he was 
not really ſo; and we muft conclude, God would not have 
given Teſtimony to him by Signs and Miracles, if he had 

een an ill Man; that would have made God a Partner 


in the Impoſition, and that af rhe worſt fort, even eſta- 


bliſhing Idolatry, by ferting his Seal, the Scal of Miracles, 
to Chriſt, and to the Teftimony be bore of himſelf. Frm 
the Whole, we have Reaſon to believe, according to the 
Notions we have of God, that he would not deceive us, 
not ſuffer us to be deceived, by ſetting the Seal of Mira- 
cles to any Impoſture. And likewiſe by Cbriſt's Decla- 
rations, and Carriage, and Character, we have Reaſon to 
believe him to be wha! he profeſſed himſelf to be, the Son 
of God by divine Original. God, as well as Man. It is 
plain chat this. was the common Notion among the Chri- 
{lans, that Chriſt was God; for Pliny the Younger 
ves this Account of them to Traj an, in the Year of our 
255 106, That the Chriftians worſhivped Chriſt as a 
God. Plin. Lib. 10. Ep. 97. Lucian and Celſu were of 
this Opinion, as appears by their Writings, and ſcoffing at 
che Chriftians for believing rhe Divinity of our Saviour, 
Lucian laid, the Trinity was the God of the Chriſtians, 
in the Book ſuppoſed to be writ by him, Luciani Philopa- 
#rij, And .Celſus, in Orig. contra Celſ. pag. 51,81, and 
62. By all which ir appears, this of rhe Divinity of our 
Saviour, was the Opinion of the Chriſtians, tis 
I ſhall next confider, how the incommunicable Artri- 


| bures of God are apply'd ro Chriſt. I. ſhall begin 6: 


wich his eternal Generation, Mich. 5. 2, Chriſt was there 
. to be born at Bet hlebem, but his going forth 
hath been from Old, from Everlaſting, as ſhall be ſhe BE 
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bat he did ſo ſubſiſt, and was from Eternity before hd 
came into the World, is plain and clear, I think, from 
theſe Places. Joh. 1, 1. In the Beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with Go and the Ward 
* was God.“ A Text as plain as poſſible, ro prove bath 
the Divinity and Eternity of F:ſus Chriſt 3 for here is 4 
plain Diſtinction of Perfons in that Clauſe, Was with _ 
God, and ſo diſtinct from the firſt Perſon in the Trinity, 
and yet was God, in the laſt Clauſe of this Verſe, 
In John 3. 13. Jeſis tells Nicodemm, No Mart 
* hath aſcended up to Heaven, but He that came down 
© from Heaven, even the Son of Man which is in Heas 
ven.“ Here Chrift aſſerts his two Natures, and his di- 
vine Original, that he came down from Heaven, here he 
was before he took our Fleſh upon him, and that as G 
he was then actually in Heaven, as well as in all other 
Places by his divine Omniſcience and Omnipreſence. His 
deſcending from Heaven, he aſſeris very often, no leſs than 
five Times in the 6th Chapter of St. 7%; in ver. 33s 
he declares he was the Bread that came down from Heavens 
Ver. 35. He declares again, that he came down from Hea- 
ven, not to do bis own Will, but the Vill of him that ſent 
him. In ver. 50, 51. He afferts the ſame again. In vers 
62. He ſays, hat and if ye ſhall ſee the Son-, Man 92 
ſeend up where he was before? In Joh. 16. 28. Chrift fays, 
I came forth from the Father, and am come into the Mrd: 
again, I leave the World, and go to the Father. Is it not 
plain from all theſe Places, that Feſus Chriſt was in Hea- 
ven before his Appearance in this World, and that his 
Deſcent was as certain as his Aſcent was, which many of 
his Diſciples teſtiſie they ſaw ? For there can be no o- 
ther Meaning than this put on thoſe Words, 70. 6. 624 
and on 7%. 16, 28. beforementionec. | 
In Fob, 1. 30. John tells his Diſciples of Feſus Chriſt; 
This is he of whom I (aid, after me comerh a Man that 
* isprefer'd before me: for he was before me.” Now 
Chriſt could be no otherways before Fohn the Baptiſt, than 
by his Divine Original ; for Chrift was born fix Months 
after Fobn the Baptiſt. Fohn again tells his Diſciples, Joh. 
3. 39 (when his Diſciples were offended that Chriſt 
made more Diſciples than he,) That Chrift who came 
from above, is above all, (whereas himſelf, tho in{pired, 
* and a Propher, and as Chrift declares, the greateſt of 
nnn 
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* Prophers,) is of the Earth, and ſpeaketh of the Earth; 
he that cometh from Heaven is above all. 3 
In John 8. 56. Chriſt tells che Fews, * Your Father 
= © Abraham rejoiced to ſee my Day, and he ſaw it and 
was glad.“ The Fems reply d, that was impoſſible, for 
that Abraham had been dead many hundred Years, 
whereas himſelf was nor Fifty Years old. Chrift anſwers 
witch a repeated Afſ:veration, ver. 58. * Verily, Verily, 
I ſay unto you, Before Abraham was, I am.” Here he 
affirms his being before Abraham, and uſes the ſame Ti- 
tle, F am, which God calls himſelf by in Exod. 30. 14. 
bidding Moſes tell the Children of a-, I AM bath ſent 
me unto you, Dr, Wallis, (in his forementioned Sermons,) 
ſays, © I am applied ro God, ſignifies his abſolute, infi- 
* nite, independent Being So, he ſays, Chrift making uſe 
* of it in the ſame Manner to the ewt, he imported there- 
by, his permanent and ſucceffire Being; co-exiſtent to 
“ all the Variecies of (ſucceſſive) Duration, paſt, preſenr, 
and future; the ſame Yeſterday, and to 8 5 and for 
Ever. And ſo the Apoſtle ſays 2 is. It's plain, it is

In John 17. 5. Chriſt prays, © And now, O Father, 
* glorifie me with thine own (elf, with the Glory I had 
with hee before the World was.“ And in ver 24 of 
this Chapter, he ſays to God the Father, For thou lov- 
© edſt me before the Foundation of the World.“ Agree- 
able to that of Prov. 8. 22. The Lord po ſſeſſed me, 
(M ſdem, which all Expoſitors allow ro be meant of 
* Chriſt, the Son of God.) in the Beginning of his Ways, 
before his Works of Old. Ver. 23, to 31. I was ſer up 
$ from - Everlaſting, from the Beginning, or ever the 
1 Earth was, Se. Ver. 27. When he prepared the Hea- 
: . * .* vens I was there: When he fer a Compais upon the 
Ml Face of the Deep, &c. Then was I by him, as one 
 .* brought up with him: And I was daily his Delight: 
KRejoicing always before him: Rejoicivg in the Habi- 
table Parts of the Earth, and my Delight was with the 
Sons of Men.“ The ſame is aſſerted 6f Chriſt in 550.

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Rev. 1. 11. Chrift ſays to the Apoſtle St. hn, Tam 
Alpha, and Omega, the Firſt and the Laſt. And in ver. 
17. And when 1 ſaw him, I fell at his Feet as dead, and 
* he laid his right Hand upon me, ſaying unto me, Fear 
not, Tam the Firſt and the Laft, I am he that liveth, Vs 
and was dead; and behold, I am alive for evermore. C 
Amen. The Learned Dr. Wallis ſays, By theſe Ex- * 
preſſions is denoted, not only Chriſt's abſolute Being, 
but his Eternity alſo, through all Variety of continued 
* Duration, Paſt, Preſent, and Future, who is, and was, 
* and ſhall be; who was the Firſt, (before whom nothing 
was,) and the Laſt, (after whom nothing ſtall be;) and 
Aby his Omniporence, the Almighty, according as God 
* ſairh of himſelf in Iſai. 41. 4. and Iſai. 44. 6. where it 
is thus expreſſed, Thus ſaith the Lord, rhe King of Iſrael, 
and his Redeemer, the Lord of Haſts, (ſeeming to ſpeak of 
two different Perſons,) Iam the firſt, and I am the laſt, 
and beſides me there is no God; Vai.

So 
far this great Man Dr. Wallis. Which I think ſufficient 
ro 2 both the Eæœrnity and Godhead of Chriſt. 
ſhall next conſider a ſecond Attribute belonging to 
God, and ſhew, how Chriſt appropriates it ro himſelf ; I 
mean, the Power of God, Matt. 28. 11. And Jeſus 
came and ſpake to them, ſaying, All Power is given to 
* me in Heaven and Earth, Sc. And Foh, 10. The 
World was made by him 5 which ſhe ws he had nor 
this Right, only as a Reward for his Sufferings, (as ſome 
would have it,) but originally with the Father from E- 
ternity.

Eph, 1. 20, 21, 22. He hath ſer bini at his own 
right Hand, (ipeaking of Chrift,) in heavenly Places, 
© far above all Principality, and Power, and Might, and 
Dominion, and every Name that is named, nor only in 
* this World, but alſo in that which is ro come: And 
* hath put all things under his Feet, and gave him to be 
* the Headover all things to the Church,” Phil. 2. 8, 9, 
10, 11, And beirg found in Faſhion as a Man, (ipeaking 
of Chriſt,) he humbled himſelf, and became Obedienr 
* nnto Death, even the Death of rhe Croſs, Wherefore 
God alſo hath highly exalred him, and given him a 
Name, which is above every Name: That at the Name 
of Jeſus every Knee ſhould bow, of things in Heaven, 
* and things in Earth, and things under che Earth; an 
* that every Tongue ſhould confeſs that Jeſus Chrift is 
Lord, ro the Glory of God the Father. From whence 
we may infer, that whoſoever does not glorifie Chriſt, 
in giving him his due Titles, and Honour, does not glo- 
rifie the Father of our bleſſed Lord and Saviour, even 
God himſelf, But to proceed, Col. 1. 14, to the 19th Ver, 
In whom we have Redemption through his Blood, even 
* the Forgiveneſs of Sins. Who is the Image of che Invi- 
. '* fible God, the, Firſt-born of every Creature: For by 
him were all things created, that are in Heaven, and 
* thar are in Earth, viſible and inviſible, whether they be 
© Thrones, or Dominions, or Principalities, or Powers: 
* all things were created by, and for him. And he is be- 
fore all things, and by him all things conſiſt. And he is 
'* the Head of rhe Body, the Church: Who is the Be- 
ginning, the Firft-born from the Dead; that in all 
* Things he might have the Preeminence. Now can 4- 
ny thing be more expreſs and full, ro ſhew the Compleat 
and ample Power of Chriſt? Thrones, Domimons, 
Powers, Things in Heaven, Things in Earth, made by him, 
and by God put in ſubjection ro him. Sure thele are 


too great Things to be ſaid or meant of any meer Man, 


and fully expreſs the great Power of Chriſt. To the ſame 
urpoſe is that forecited Place of St. John, Chap, 1. 3. So 
ikewiſe the Epiſtle to the Hebrews, Chap. 1. 2. ſpeaking 
of Chriſt, that God hath appointed him Heir of all things, 


| by whom alſo he made the Worlds, To the ſame purpoſe 


is Rom. 9. 5. (ſpeaking*of Chriſt,) who was over all, God 
© bleſſed for ever. It's ſaid, Chrift took not on him the Na- 

ture of Angels, but the _ of Abraham. Now, 4 
K 3 as 
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He that the Apoſtle ſpeaks of had a Being before he came 
into the World, and this not an Angelical Being, I would 
ask the Socinians, what this Being was? Hate we not 
Reaſon to think he was this God over all before he cook 
our Fleſh, But our Saviour was not only declared Lord 
over all Things, bur he man feſted this Power, and chat 
very eminent y, while he was upon Earth; by raifing 
the Dead, by cpenirg the Eyes of the Blind; healing all 
manner of Diſcales; caſting our Devils; ſtilling the Winds; 
ſhewing bis Power over all Elements 3 changing the 
Water into Wine, waikirg on the Sea, and by a Word of 
Command, cauſing the Fig-tree ro wither away, com- 
mandirg the Fiſh to come to the Net when he plealed, 
and feeding the Multicude with miraculcus Loaves. Some 
of theſe Miracles it was particularly propheſied Chrift ſhould 
do when he came into the World, And in the Delivery 
of the Prophecy, it is plainly ſhewed, that it was God that 
ſhould do theſe Miracle. For thus it is (aid, Iſai. 35. 
4, 5, 6. Behold, your God will ccme, he will come and ſave 
v0 Then the Eyes of the Blind ſhall be pened, and the 
Enrs of the Deaf ſhail be unſtipped, Then ſhall the Lame 
Man leap as an Hart, and the Tongue of the Dumb ſing. 
Now it's plain frcm the expreſs Words of this Prophecy, 
that the Perſon that was to do all theſe marvellous Works 
mould be God. Ard indeed, the Authority with which 
he did theſe Miracles, ſhewed him to be no other; for as 
he taugbt with Authority, as the Jews ſaid, in the latter 
Eid ef the 9th Chapticr oi St Matthew, ſo he acted with 
the ſame Authority; I will, be thou clean, and immediate- 
ly the Leproſie departed from the Man, in the 8th Chap. 
of St. Matthew. Trung Mun, I ſay unto thee, ariſe, and 
immediately he roſe aid far up, in the ꝗth of St. Luke. 
Lazarus, come forth, and immediately he came forch, Joh. 
11. 43. Peace, be ſtill, and immediately the Wind cealed, 
Ma K, 4. 39, No Fruit grow on thee any more, and im- 
me.arely the Fig-tree withered away, Matt. 21. 19: 
Whetiezs, on the contrary, the Diſciples declared, they 
acted by a Power derived from Chriſt, Act, 3. 6. In the 
Nams of Feſus of Nazareth, riſe up and wall. Aud in the 
12th Verſe of this Chapter, and ſo on, they diſown this 
Power to be from themſelves, bur in the Name of Jeſus,

ed plainly the Power inherent in himſelf, Nay, his Pow- 
er was ſo great, that he declares to his Diſciples, he r

tain, bad not Chriſt been more than a meer Man, he 
could not have pretended by his Authority ro ſend a di- 
vine Perſon to them, (as I hope to prove the Holy Spirit 
was.)

I ſhall go on to ſhew, how another Attribute peculiar 
to God, is aſcribed ro Jeſus Chriſt, I mcan, his Omniſci- 
ence. Now that this is an Attribute peculiar to God is 
plain from Jer. 17. 10, I the Lord, ſearch the Heart, I try 
the Reins, even to give every Man according to his Ways, 
and according to the Fruit of his Doings. And to the ſame. 
parpoſe is Fer, 11. 20, Jer. 20. 12, I Chron. 28. 9. 
Pſal. 7.9. Pſal, 129, 1, and many other Places; and 
yer this Properiy and Attribute is aſcribed ro Feſus Chriſt, 
Rev. 2. 23. Iam he which ſearcheth the Reins and Hearts: 
And I will give unto every one of you acco ding to your 
. Works, And to the ſame purpoſe is Rv. 22. 12, and 
.elſewhere.z and very fit it is that J-/us Chriſt ſhould 
know the Secrets of our Hearts, ſince he is 10 be our Judge 
at the laſt Day, as the Apoſtle ſays, In the Day when God 
ſhall Fudge the Secrets of our Hearts by Jeſus Chrift, 
_ Chriſt made it manifeſt while he was upon Earth, that 
he was a Diſcerner of Hearts, Job. 2. 24, 25, it's ſaid, 
Chriſt did not commit himſelf to them, becauſe he knew all 
Men, and needed not that any ſhould teſtifie of Man, for 
he knew what was in Man, Ard for a Proof that he did 
ſo, and that he knew all things paſt, preſent, and to 
come, I think what follows will plainly evidence it to us. 
We read in Matt. 9. 4, that he knew the Phariſees 
Thoughts, and anſwered them accordingly. So he did, 
Luk. 1.39, He knew the Phariſees unjuſt Thoughts con- 
cerning his E'tertaining the poor penitent Woman; and 
anſwered them by an excellent Parable. In Matt. 17, 28. 
it's ſaid, our Saviour prevented Peter's Queſtion he was 
going to put to him, and before he ſpoke, anſwered 
what he was going to ſay, And here, by his inviſible 
Power, at the End of this Chaprer, he commanded a Fiſh 


- 
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to bring him Money to pay his Tribute, In Joh. J. he 
tells the Woman of Samaria all the ſecret Tranſactions of 


her Life paſt; upon which ſhe is ſo aſtoniſned and con- 


vinced, that ſhe ſaid to her Neighbonrs, Come, ſee a Man 
that hath told me all things that ever I did in my Lite : 
Is not this the Chriſt? Aud herein ſhe made a juſt Con- 
cluſion. Ar the End of this Chapter its related, how our 

Saviour healed the Noble Man' Son at a diſtance. So he 
did the Centurion's Servant, in the 8th Chapter of St. 
Matthew ; the Woman of Canaan's Daughter, in Matt. 
T5. Alt which ſhewed his divine Omniſcience, and Pow- 
er in Healing them at a diſtance. In the 21ft Chaprer of 
St. Matthew, he directs his Diſciples to fetch a Colt, telling 
them the P/ace of it's Standing, which they found accord- 
ingly. In the 14th of Sr, Mark, he directs his Diſciples 
to a Man bearing a Pitcher of Water, who was to pro- 
vide him Entertaiment at his Houſe for his laſt Supper, 
He knew of Lazarus's Death, though at a Diſtance, in 
the 1:th of St. 7%, And how long the Man had lain at 
the Pool of Be: heſda, in the 5th of F-by. And likewiſe the 
mean Circum ſtances of the Woman that brought her 
Gift ro the Temple, Mark 12. 43. He ſoretold every 
Circutrftafice relating to his own Death, Mate. 20. 18, 19. 
Likewiſe Fudas's betraying him, and Peter's denying him, 
in Matt. 16. After Chriſt's Reſurrection which ' Thomas 
could nor believe, except he ſaw in his Hands the Print of 
the Nails, and thruſt his Hand into his Side, mentioned in 
the 2oth Chapter of St, Fohn, the bleſſed Jeſus conde- 


ſcended to this unreaſonable Requeſt ; and to eftabliſh 


our Belief more in this great Point of Chriſt's Reſurrecti- 


on, he did it in ſuch a Manner, as to convince Thomas, he 


knew the very Words he ſaid, Job, 20. 27. Chriſt ſaid 
to Thomas, Nach hither thy finger, and bebold my Hand; 


and reach hither thy Hand, and thruſt it into my Side: and 
be not faithleſs, but believing. This wrought ſuch a 
Conviction” in Thomas of Chrift's Omnipreſence, as well 


as Reſurrection, thar he cry'd out in the next Verſe, My 


Lord, and my God. 


This Reſurrection of his, Chriſt had foretold to his Diſ- 
ciples, Matt. 20, 19, Luk, 9. Matt, 17. 23. and ma- 
ny other Places, but they did nor underſtand it. 

Chriſt did forerel, as hath been already relargd, all 


that ſhould befall Jeruſalem, for their great Wickednels in 


putting him to Death; this is related in Matt. 24. Luk, 
19. 
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| 7 were, in the Peoples, the Citys, and the Temple's 


the Lord, and my Servant whom I have cheſen: that ye may 


' Feſus Chriſt, the ſame Teſterday, to Day, and for ever. Heb,

* was fulfilled in our Saviour before his Paſſion, as is men- 
* tioned in Matt 26, and 27. and was forerold by our 
* blefſed Saviour concerning himſelt in the 20th of 
* Mart. ver. 19. | 

But to go cn with the Author againſt the Unitarians. 

In MI. 3. 1. we find this Expreflion, Behold, I ſend my 


* Meſſenger, and he ſhall prepare the Way before me : and 


* the Lord whom you ſeeh, (hall ſuddenly come to his Tem- 
* ple, even the Meſſenger, (or the Ange!) of the Covenant, 
* whomge delight in. Now ſince it's certain that he is the 
* Jchovah to whom the Temple is here ſaid to be built 
and dedicated, and who is worſhipped in it; and ſince 
* the Jews uderſtood this Place of rhe Meſſias, it mult fol- 
low that the Meſſias is Jehovah. 

Vur Saviour ſhews his Diſciples that Elij ah was come 
in the Perſon of John the Baptiſt, Matt. 17, 11,12, 13. 
that therefore himſeif, ro whom John had born Witneſs, 
was the Mrſſias, the true Jehovah, whole Forerunner E- 
* lias was to be, according to the Prophecy, Mal. 3. 1: 
* Behold, I ſend my M. ſenger, and be ſhall prepare the Way 
before me: And the Lord whom ye ſeek ſhall, ſuddenly 
come to his Temple: Even the Meſſenger of the Covenant 
* whom ye delight in, ſuitb the Lord of Hoſts. 
lt is evident, that the Lord, and the Meflenger or An- 
gel, is the ſame Perſon, whoſe Coming is promiſed to the 


. * Jews as a thing very near; but it is no leſs evident, 


« that this Angel of the Covenant is the ſame that is ſpo- 
ken of by Facob, Gen. 48. 15, 16. as the Redeemer ; 
* and is named by Iſaiah, Chap. 63-9, The Angel of the 
aces Now all the ancient Jews agree, that the Angel 


or Meſſenger is the Shekingh or Jehovah himſelf, as we 


t ſee in R Menachim de Rekanali, Fol. 54, Gol-2, Se.

Col. 4, Ge. and they a2 
gree that the Skekinah and Fehovah is the ſame, this is a 4 
4 Point agreed by the Talmudiſts, and by the Cabaliſts, as | ws 
it is explained by R. Menache Fol. 73. Col. 3. Fol. 77. 1 
Col. 4, Oc. Fol. 79. Col. 3. This being fo, who can 
deny that the Text of Malachi is an undeniable Proof 
that the Meſſias was to be Fehovah himſelf, according to 
the Idea's of the moſt ancient Jews? Exod, 23. 20, 21. 
where God having promiſed to ſend his Angel, bids 
them beware of him, for he would not pardon rheir 
Tranſgreſſions, for God's Name was in him. 5 
Gen. 19. 24. The Lord rained upon Sodom fire from the 
Lord, The latter Jews are hardly put to it to find E- 
vaſions for theſe two Places, which [eats of a Pluraliry + 
in the Godhead, eſpecially rhe firſt of rhem, concerning, 
the Angel, Exod, 23. 21. whom God had promiſed ro " 
Guide I/racl, in whom God's Name was to be, (and * 
who was called by the Jet, Melatron; for ſay the 
Chriſtians, if the Name Jehovab was in him, he was to 
be adored ;) this the Jews, by alteriog the Text, when 
the Chriſtians ſaid this Angel muſt needs be God, be- 
cauſe God ſaid of him, he ſhall nor pardon thy Tranſ- 
greflions, and the Property of God is to forgive Sins, (as 
the Jews did object to Chriſt in the 9th of St. Matthew,) 
this odd Anſwer they make, This is our Opinion, 
therefore we did not receive him as Ambaſſador. 
The Angel that appeared to Foſeph told him, the _ 
blefſed Virgin ſhould conceive a Son, and muſt call his 
Name Feſus, becauſe he ſnould ſave his People from their 
Sinn. Wherenpon the Evangeliſt ſaith, that this Child 
was he of whom the Prophets forerold, he ſhould be 
Emmanuel, God with us, He was to do that for his Peo- we 
ple, which none but God was able to do, To ſave them AJ 
from their Sins; how could he ſhew it better rhar he , 
was the God of the Jews, ro whom Judea belongedras 
his Country, and the Jews as his People, as it was fore- 
told, Iſai. 7, and $ 2 That God, whole Name Habak-* 
kuk had named, Hab. 3. 18. The God of my Salvation, ſo 
called by Jonathan's Targum, becauſe of the wonderful 
Things God would do by his Meſſias. "Wo 
Another Angel brings ro the Shepherds the News of 
Chriſt's Birth, and whar Words does he uſe Þ He 
names him the Chriſt ths Lord, de-, or Fekovah, God's 
own proper Name, _

+ © Simeon, inſpired by the Spirit of Prophecy ſaid, that 
, Chriſt was to be 4 Light to lighten the Gentiles, Luk. 1. 
79. alluding to Iſai. 42. 6, and 9. and 1. which ſpeaks 
- of the Meſſias. He ſaid further, that this Child was to 
* prove the Fell of many in Iſrael, according to that Pro- 
* phecy, Iſai. 8. 13, 14. Sandtiſie the Lord of Hoſts bim- 
* ſelf, and let bim be your fear, and let him be your dread. 
© And he, the Lord of Hoſte, ſhall be for a Sanctuary; but 
* for a Stone of Stumbling, and for a Rock of Offence to both 
© the Houſes of Iſrael, for a Gin, and for a Snare to the In- 
* habitants of Feruſalem In which Place, the Prophet 
'* ſpeaks. of the Lord of Hofts, and clearly points out the 
Meat, or the Word, according to Fonathan's Targum.

* and the Angels of God aſcending and deſcending upon the 
© Son of Man; and I oblerved before, that Philo attribu- 
ted that Apparition to the A5 -, or Mord, as the Re- 
* ſtorer of Intercourſe between God and Man.“ So far the 
Author againſt the Unitarians. 


I ſhall next conſider, and ſhew how Worſhip, Truſt, 
Prayers, Forgiveneſs of Sins, c. are aſcribed ro Chrift, 
how we are commanded ro Worſhip and Truft in him, 
which is only proper to be done to God; befides rheſe a- 
bovementioned, there is Chriſt's making Atonement, and 
Interceſſion, and Judgi. 3 us at the laſt Day. | 
Io begin with rhe W orſhip paid, and commanded to be 
paid ro Feſus Chriſt, (I ſhall here be bur ſhorr, becauſe 
they are all included in what went before.) Heb. 1. 6. 
And when he bringeth in the Firſt-begotten into the World, 
be ſaith, (ſpeaking of Chriſt,) and let al the Angels of 
God Worſhip him, Plals 2, 12. Kiſs the Son leaſt he be be 
an 
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fore, to be an Act of Worſhip paid in choſe Eaſtern Coun- 


tries. Pſal. 72. 9, 1o, 11. They that dwell in the Vilder- 
neſs ſhall bow before him: and his Enemies ſhall lick the 
Duſt, The Kings of Tarſhiſh and of the Iſles, ſhall bring 
Preſents: the Kirgs of Sheba and Seba ſhall offer Gifts. 
Tea, all Kjngs ſhall fall down before him: All Nations ſhall 
ſerve him. We find this Prophecy fulfilled in the wile 
Men of the Eaſt, who are ſaid to be guided by the Star 
that appeared at our Saviour's Birth, they did fall down 
and Worſhip him, and brought Preſents ro him, (as has 
been beforemenrioned.) Pſal. 45. after theſe Words, (ap- 
ply'd to Chriſt,) Thy Throne, O God, is for ever and ever, 
ver. 6, ec, the Plalmift goes on in a prophetick Strain, 
in theſe Words, in Advice to the Church, ver, 10, 11. 
Hearken, O Daughter, and conſider, and incline thine Ear; 
Forget alſo thine own People and thy Fathers Houſe, So 
ſhall the King greatly defire thy Beauty: for he it thy Lord, 
and Worſhip thou him. All agree that this Pſalm is ſpoken of 
the Meſſias, and is applied to our Saviour in the 1ft Chap» 
ter to the Hebrews; and ir is plain, Chrift did receive 
this Worſhip from many while on Earth. Mate. 8, 2. And 
the Leper Fo down and worſhipped him. Indeed, this 
Perſon's Faith ſeemed to be great and remarkable; for his 
manner of Expreſſing himſelf ro Chriſt, ſeems to infer a 
Belief of Chrift's great Ability ro heal and ſave, in theſe 
Words, Lord, if thou wilt, thou canſt make me clean, 
He believed there was no defect in Chrift's Power, Chriſt 
anſwered him, I will, be thou clean. And immediately his 
Lepreſie was cleanſed. But to go on: In the gth Chapter 
of Fehn, after the Man was caſt out of the Synagogue for 
defending Chrift in an admirable manner, for reſtoring 
him to his Sight, Chriſt finds him, and ſays to him, O. 
thou believe on the Son of God, &c? (when Jeſus had de- 
clared himſelf to be ſo,) it's added in ver 28. And he (aid, 
Lord, I believe. And he worſhipped him. Matt. 28; 17. 
after Chriſt's Reſurrection, when they were aſſured it was 
be, it's ſaid, And when they ſaw him, they worſhipped him. 
Luk. 24.52. And they worſhipped him, and returned to Je- 
ruſalem. There are many more Places to the ſame pur- 
poſe, too long to be mentioned here, as in Matte 14. 33s 
upon the Storms and Wind ceafing on Chriſt's coming 1n- 
10 the Ship, Then they that were in the Ship, came and wor- 
ſhipped bim, ſaying, Of a Truth thou art the Son of Ged, 
2 ; E 3 And 
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And Rev. Chap. 5, and 8. we read of their Morſhipping 
the Lamb, 1 all the ancient Jews as well as Chriſti- 
ans, maintain it 1s not lawful to pay any Religious Wor- 
ſhip ro Angels or Men, but ro God only; nay, though 
Angels are ſent by God as Meſſengers to his People; this 
largely appears from their denying that their Anceſtors 
po other Worſhip than a civil one, to an Angel when 
appeared to them. (This has been ſhewed by rhe 
Learned Bp. Sti ling ſieet, and the Learned Writer againft 
the Unitarians, in the Books before mentioned.) Nay, the 
Angel refuſed that Worſhip Sr. 7n was going to pay him, 
in Rev. 22, 9 laying, See thou do it not: for I am thy 
Fellow Servant, and of thy Brethren the Prophets, or- 
ſhip God, Fromhence we may infer, that Chrift muſt be 
God, becauſe, otherways it would not have been com- 
manded us to pa him religious Worſhip; neither would 
Chriſt have admitted Worſhip and Adoration to have been 
paid him, which is due to God alone; and how the So- 
cinians can acquit themſelves of Idolatry, that believe 
Chriſt to be a meer Man, and yet pay him divine Wor- 
ſhip, Ik now not. We ſee St. Peter would not admit Cor- 
nelius to pay him Worthip, in Act, 10. 26, but declared 
he was buli a Man; and can we ſuppoſe our Saviour 
would have ſo frequently admitted it, if he had not been 

a divine Perſor, to whom ſuch homage is due. 
And then as to Faith and Truſt: I put them both to- 
gether, becauſe they depend one upon another, for ir is 
our Belief of the Ability of any Perſon, makes us rely 
and truſt in him, Now this is commanded to be paid to 
Chrift, P/a/. 2. 12. (ſpeaking of Chriſt,) Bleſſed are all 
they that put their truſt in him. Rom: 15. 12. There ſhall 
be a Root of Jeſſe, and he that ſhall riſe to Reignoover the 
- Gentiles; in him ſhall the Gentiles truſt. Which Pro- 
phecy the Apoſtle applies ro our Saviour, as Sr, Matthew 
does in Chap, 12, ver. 21. Now we are commanded in 
that forementioned 194th Chapter of Feremiah ver. 5: 
not to truſt in Man, nay, are curſed if we do, As to Faith 
in Chr iſt, it is ſo much the Subject of the Bible, that they 
muit never read it, that are not ſatisfied ir is the principal 
Command given byChriſt and his Apoſtles, Faith and Repen- 
tance being ch efly inſiſted on by them, I ſhall ſingle out 
two or three Places. When Jeſus heard they had caſt the 
Man (that had been Blind, whom Jeſus reſtored to Sight, 


out of the Synagogue, he {aid to him, in the gth Cha- 
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ter of St. Fob, Doſt thou believe on che Son of Gid He 
anſwered, in ver. 38. Lord, I believe, And he wor ſhi pped 


kim, The next ſhall be St Pauls Words to the Jaylor, in 
5 l 16. 31, 32. upon his demanding, What muſt I do to 


he ſaved? And they ſaid, Believe on the Lord Feſus Chriſt, 
anp thou ſhalt be ſaved, and thy Houſe. We have an emi- 


nent Inſtance of great Faith and Truſt in Chriſt, which is 


greatly commended by our Saviour; it is in Matt. 8. 8, 
9, 10. The Centurion anſwered and ſaid, Lord, I am not 
wort hy that thou ſhouldeſt come under my Roof : But ſpeak 
the Ward only, and my Servant ſhall be healed, For I am'a 
Man under Authority, having Soldiers under me: and Iſay 
to this Man, Go, and he goeth ; and to another Come, and 
be cometh, &c. And when Jeſus heard it, he marvelled, and 


ſaid to them that followed him, Verih I ſay unto you, I have 


not found ſo great Faith, no not in Iſrael. This Centurion 

very juſtly argued, and highly to the Honour of Chriſt, 

that all Diſeaſes were as much ar his Command, either to 

bring them as a Puniſhmenr, or to deliver them from the 

Evil of Diſeaſes, as his. Soldiers were under his Command 
ro ſend them at his Pleaſure, He likewiſe” believed the 
Omniſcience, as well as Power of Chrift, that he could 
heal at a Diſtance ; and it proved according to his'Faith. 
Go thy WH, ſaith Chriſt ro him, and as thou haſt believed, 
ſo be it done unto thee, And his Servant was healed in the 
ſelf-ſame Hour, ver. 13. I ſhall mention but one Text 
more to this purpoſe; it's in 1 Pet. Chap, 2. ver. 6. Be- 
bold, I lay in Sion a chief Corner-Stone, ele, precious; and 
be that believeth on him ſhall not be confounded: Which 


was propheſied by Iſaiah of Chrift before his coming in- 
ro the World, | | 


And then as to Forgiveneſs of Sins, the Goſpel declares; 
We have Forgaveneſs thro' his Blood; it was his Blood 
that was the Fountain opened for Sin and Uncleanneſs to 
waſh in, Zech. 13. 1. this he demonſtrated while on Earth 
that he could forgiye Sins; as he ſaid to the ſick of the 
Palſie, Matt. 9. 2. Son be of good Cheer, thy Sins are for- 
given thee, And when the Phariſees murmured, at it, 
only in their Thoughts, ſaying, Nuo can for- 
give Sins but God only? as it is in Mark 2. J. ſpeaking of 
the ſame Matter of Fact; Feſus demonſtrated his Omni- 
ſcience in knowing theſe ſecret Murmurs, and likewiſe 


confirm'd his Power to forgive Sins by healing the Para- 
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lyrick Man;  #hat ye may know that the Son of Man bath 
Power on Earth to forgive Sins, (then ſaith he to the Sick 
of the Palſie,) Ariſe, and take up thy Bed, and go thy way 
into thine Houſe; ard he arole and departed ro his 
Houſe, ver. 6,7. And in Luk, 7. 48. (to a Perſon that 
had led a wicked Life, upon her Faith in Feſws Chriſt, and 
Repentance,) he ſaid unto the Woman, Thy Sins are for- 

iven thee, In nis loweſt State of Humiliation on che 
role, he ſhewed this Power he had to forgive Sins, in 
Lu. 23. 43. by his pardoning the Thief, and promiſing

bim a Place with himielt in Paradiſe, as a Fruit of chat 


urchale he was now accompliſhing, and whereby we 
NG Remiſſion of Sins through his precious Blood, as of 
8 Lamb without Spot and Blemiſh, Jeſus Chrift was exalt- 
ed, the Apoſtle ſays, to be a Prince and Saviour, to give 
Repentance and Forgiveneſs of Sins, Acts 5,31. This is de- 
clared in a multitude of Places in Scriprure, that it is by 
Chriſt, and by his Blood only we have Redemption and 
Remiſſion of Sins. I ſhall name ſome few of them, hav- 
ing enlarged on this Subject in another Place, Chrift 
ſays of himſelf in Matt. 20. 28. He came to give his Life 
a Ranſom for many. And in Foh. 10. I lay down my Life 
for my Sheep. And in the Sacrament we are to do it in 
Remembrance that Chriſt's Body was broke, and his Blood 


ned to Redeem us, The Epiſtle to the Hebrews is ex- 


preſs in this, eſpecially in Chap. 9, 10, and ſo on, Thar 
all rhe Jewiſh Sacrifices were but only Types of Feſus 
Chriſt, and that grear Sacrifice of his Blood which was to 
be offered up to make Atonement for our Sins. I ſhall 
only name this one plain Text to this purpoſe, 1 Pet. 1. 
18, 19. Foraſmurh as you are not redeemed with corruptible 
Things, as Silver and Gold, &c. but with the precious 

7 of Chriſt, as of a Lamb without Blemiſh and without 


in ver. 20. Who werily was fore-ordained before the Foun- 


dation of the World, but was manifeſt in theſe laſt Times 


for you. And in Heb. 9. 12. having ſhewed the Want of 


Efficacy in the Legal Sacrifices, he adds, But by his own 


Blood, he entred in once into the holy Place, having obtained 


eternal Redemption for us. 


I ſhall next conſider, that it is plainly Prophefied that 
he that was to he the Redeemer of Iſrael, was likewiſe to 
be God, as well as Man, Tech. 9. 9. Nyoice greatlygQ 
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| Daughter of Zion 35 ſpout, O Daughter of Jeruſalem 5 Be- 
hold, thy King cometh unto thee: be is juſt, aud having 
Salvation, lowly, and riding upon an Aſs, and upon a Colt the 
Fole of an Aſs, This Prophecy is applied to our Saviour 
and compleated in him, Matt. 21. 3. Lai. 59. 20. And 
the Redeemer ſhall come to Zion, and unto them that turn. 
from Tranſg eſſion in Jacob, ſaith the Lord. In the fore- 
mentioned Place, where God ſpeaks to them, ſaying, They 
ſhall look on me whom they have pierced, &c. which was 
ſhewed before to be a Prophecy of Chriſt, though ſpoke 
by Jehovah. And agreeable to that of Jech. 9. 9. is Iſai. 
62. 11, 12. Behold, the Lord hath proclaimed unto the End 
of the World, Say ye to the Daughter of Fion, Behold, thy 
Salvation cometh ; behold, his Reward is wiel him, and bis © 
Work before him. And they ſhall call them, The holy People, 
; the Redeemed of the Lord. Chriſt is called our Redeemer, 
in that forementioned 44th Chapter of Iſai ah. ver, 6, part 
of which Verſe our Saviour applies to himſelf, Rev. I. 8. 
and ver. 17. 1 Fohn 3. 16, Hereby perceivewe the Love 
of God, becauſe he laid down his Life for us, Which Place 
is of the ſame Import with that of Sr. Paul in Acts 20, 28, 
whereby his Divinity as well as Humanity is aſſerted, and 
the near Union of both Natures, | | 
And then, as to offering up Prayers ro Chrift, which is 
another Parr of Religious Worſhip, it is propheſied it 
ſhould be e to Chriſt, as it actually has been in all 
Chriſtian Churches, Mal. 1, Ic 11, My Name ſhall 
be great among the Gentiles, and in every Place Incenſe 
© ſhall be offered ro my Name, and a pure Offering: for 
© my Name ſhall be great among the Heathen,” And it's 
plain from the 10th Verſe, that this is ſpoken by the Lord 
of Hoſts, and is introduced ſo, Thus ſaith the Lord of Hoſts. 
Now we know, that this Prophecy was fulfilled in the 
Time of Chriftianity, when the Prayers of Chriftians 
were offered up to God through Chriſt, for it could be 
meant no other Way, For the Jewiſh Worſhip was con- 
fined ro the Temple of Feruſalew, which was aboliſhed, 
and all Worſhip there, and the Temple about 40 Years af- 
ter Chriſt's Aſcenſion, (as has before been ſhewed.) 
Zech. 12. 10, 11. And 1 will pour upon the Houſe of 
David, and the Inhabitants of Feruſalem, tlie Spirit of 
Grace aud of Sup plication, and they ſnall look upon me 
© whom they have pierced, Sc. Which was ſhew'd be- 
fore ro be meant of Feſus Ciſt; and accordingly the 
a FO * Church 
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Church have ever offered up their Prayers and Praiſes to 
_ him. And St. Stephen offered np his Addreſſes ro Chrift 
at the Time of his Death, in a very particular manner in 
the 7th of the As, the two laſt Verſes, And they Stoned 
Stephen, calling upon God, an ſaying, Lord Feſus, receive 
my Spirit, Where the Addreſs is made expreſly to Chriſt, 
and he is plainly called God to whom this Addreſs was made 
by this holy Man, juſt going to die. Joel 2. 32. For whoſoever ſhall 
call on the Name of the Lord ſhallbe ſaved. Which the Apoſtle 
Paul applies to our Saviour in the 1othof the Romans, v. 13. 
_ Chriſt is likewiſe called our Director, and Shepherd in 
the Old-Teſtament, which Chrift applies to himſelf in the 
New-Teſtament, particularly in the 1oth of John. Iſai. 
40. 1, 11. Behold, the Lord God will come with a 
* ſtrong Hand, and his Arm ſhall rule for him: Behold, 
* his Work is before him, He ſhall feed his Flock like a 
* Shepherd: He ſhall gather the Lambs with bis Arm, 
* and carry them in his Boſom,” Agreeable to this is 
Exel. 34. 23. and ver. 11, (ſpeaking of the evil Shepherds 
that took no Care of their Flock,) where he ſays, For thus 
* ſaith the Lord God, Behold, I, even I will both ſearch 
my oP. and ſeek rhem our,” And ſo he goes on to 
the 15th Verſe, ſaying, © I will feed the Flock, and cauſe 
them to lye down, faith the Lord God]; continuing 
thus to uſe the re of a Shepherd, to the End 
of the Chapter. The Title of Shepherd David gives to 
God in the 23d Plalm. So Chriſt is called a Shepherd in 
a very particular manner in Tech. 13; 7. Awake, O 
Sword, againſt my Shepherd, and againſt the Man that 
is my Fellow, faith the Lord of Hoſts : Smite the 
Shepherd, and the Sheep ſhall be ſcattered. This Place 
is applied by Chriſt to himſelf in Matt. 26. 31. upon his 
foretelling to his Diſciples that they ſhould forſake him. 
The Stile of Shepherd, and the true Shepherd, (in con- 
tradiction to all H 


irelings, and evil Shepherds, ſuch as are 

ſpoke of in the 34th Chapter of Ezekzel,before mentioned,) 
Chriſt applies ro himſelf in the roth Chapter of St John, 
where he makes himſelf equal to God, in ver. 30. as God 
is pleaſed ſo to make him, by calling Chriſt his Fellow, 
in the abovementioned 13th of Zechariah, ver,7. The 
* abovementioned Author againſt the Unitarians ſays, 
That theſe above quoted Texts our of the Old-Teſta- 
ment relating to a Shepherd, whom God was to ſend to 
his People, the Jews apply to the Meſſias, as appears by

Chriſt is 


entred into Heaven ir ſelf, now to appear in the Pre» 
ſence of God for us.“ 1 Tim, 2. 5. There is one 
* Mediator between God and Man, the Man Chrift le- 


ſus. Ir was the myſterious Union of the Godhead EY 


with his Manhood, which made his Interceſſion, as well as 
his Death and Sufferings prevalent with God.

5, Of whom, as concerning the Fleſh, Chriſt came, who 1s - 
ver all, God bleſſed for ever, Amen. We read of the Hea- 


venly Choir rendering the like Praiſe, and Honour, and 


Glory to Chriſt in Rev, 5. Sch, and 12th Verſes. and in 


ver. 13. And every Creature which is in Heaven, and on the 
Earth, and under the Earth. - heard I, Jazing, Bi:ſſing, 
and Honour, and Glory, and Power be to him that itte: 2 on 
the Throne, and unto the Laub for cuer and ever.

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can any. Adoration be more extenfive than this that is gi- 
ven to Chriſt, in Conjunction with God the Father? 
The laſt great Work of Chrift I ſhall mention, is his 
Judging the World; this he declares in Matt. 25. 31- 
When the Son of Man ſhall come in his Glory, and all the 
holy Angels with him, then ſhall he fir on the Throne of his 
Glory. And before him ſhall be gathered all Nations; and 
he ſhall ſeparate them one from another, as a Shepherd di- 
* viderh the Sheep from the Goats, c. Matt. 26. 64. © Je- 
* ſus ſaid unto him, Thou haſt ſaid:* (owning himſelf 
ro be the Scn of God upon the High Prieft's Adjuration 
of him.) * Nevertheleſs, I ſay unto you, Hereafter ſhall 
ve ſee the Son of Man fitting on the right Hand of 
„Power, and coming in the Clouds of Heaven.“ Upon 
which ſaying, he was condemned by the High Prieſt as a 


Blaſphemer 3 from whence it appears what Notion the 
High Prieſt had of Chrift, and that he underſtood him to 


_ aſſume to himſelf what has before been hinred at in Dan. 


7. 13, 14. to be that Son of Man there mentioned, of 
whom Daniel lays, © I ſaw in the Night Viſions, and be- 
* hold, one like the Son of Man, came with the Clouds 
* of Heaven, and came to the Ancient of Days, and they 
© brought him near before him. And there was given 


* him Dominion, and Glory, and a Kingdom, that all 


* People, Nations, and Languages ſhould ſerve him ; His 
* Dominion is an everlaſting Dominion, which ſhall not 
* paſs away, and his Kingdom that which ſhall not be de- 
* {ffoyed.” The Jews confeſs three Things; one is, chat 
Pſal. 72. is to be underſtood of the Meſſias. The ſecond 
is, Thar in the Vifion of Ezekzel, Chap I. ver. 25. The 
Form ofa Man fitting on the Throne, fignifies the true 
God. The Third is, that this Viſion of Daniel, Chap. 
the 7th, is the ſame in Subſtance with that of Ezekiel, 
Chap. 1. So that the Meſſias, as a Man, receives an ab- 
ſolute Empire over all Nations, and fits on a Throne as 


Goc, as is here deſcribed, and has all Dominion given to 


him, Now to ſuppoſe him only a Man, is the moſt ab- 
ſard Thing in the World, The Apoſtle St, Fohn deſcribes 
Chriſt's coming to Judgment much after the ſame manner, 
Reu. 1. % * Behold, he cometh with the Clouds, and e- 
very Eye ſhall ſee him, and they alſo which pierced him: 
And all Kindreds of the Earth (hall wail becauſe of him.“ 
And the Apoſt'e Paul declares, Chriſt ſhall Judge the Se- 
crers of all Men: And bring to light the hidden Things of 
Darkneſs, and will make manifeſt the Counſells of the Hearts 
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1 Cor. 4.3: And in 48. 17, 31. That all che World 7 
ſhall be Judged by Feſus Chriſt, This was conferred on 
him, to be Judge of Quick and Dead, as well as other 
Honours, for a Reward of his Sufferings, as God Man, 
and our Mediator and King ; and from hence, we muft 
moſt ſtrongly infer he is God; for who bur God can be 
our Judge, and know our moſt ſecret Thoughts, Words, 
and Actions, in order to the paſſing Sentence on vs accord- 
ing to our Deſerts, and manner of Acting in this World, (as 
has been ſhewed before.) To know the Hearts, is the pecu- 
liar Prerogative of God. From whence we may infer, if 
; we had no other Argument, Thar he that is to be our 
Judge, is God, as well as Man, fince he could not Judge 
us, except he was Omniſcient, which is one of the At- 
tributes of God, Rom. 14. 10, 11. For we ſhall all ſtand 
before the judgment. Seat of Chriſt. For it is written, 
As I live, ſaich the Lord, every Knee ſhall bow to me, 
and every Tongue ſhall confeſs to God. Theſe Words 
that are apply'd ro Chriſt, were ſpoken of God, 1/a#. 43. 
23. So that by the Apoſtles Application of theſe Words 
ro Chriſt, we muſt conclude Chrift to be God equal with 
the Father. 1 | | we 
Let us put all theſe foregoing great Things together, 
that are aſcribed to Feſus Chriſt our Saviour, too bib, 1 
think, for any meer Man, and only to be attributed to 
God. Chriſt is co be worſhipped ; we are to truſt in 
him; he forgives Sins; he receives Prayers and Praiſes from 
us; he is to make Atonement for our Sins; to beour Redeem- 
er; he makes Interceſſion for us; he is to be our Guide and 
Shepherd; and Laſily, be is to be our Judge; and this Per- 
fon is called the Son of God, the only begotten Son, who lay 
in the Boſom of the Father; this Chriſt was from Eter⸗ 
nity ; he was Omniſcient, Powerful, Unchangeable; he *© 
is called God's Fellow, equal with God; he is King of 
Kings, Lord of Lords; he is called Fehovab, which is 
the peculiar Name of God, if all theſe great Things 
and Titles do nor denote Chriſt to be God, it's hard ro 
determine any Names or Terms that will. 

This Arricle of the Trinity, three Perſons, but one 
God, agrees exactly with ſeveral other Parts of Scripture, 
vhich are apply'd (if the Word is proper in this great Point,)

ures of God; ſometimes to one Perſon in the Trinity, and 
_ ſometimes to the other. I ſhall mention ſome few Places

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the People are (aid ro tempt God; and in Vet. C. Gol 
ſent fiery Serpencs among the People: This is applied 
to Chriſt in 1 Cor. 10, 9. and to the Spirit in Heb. 3. 9. 
and ro rie Spirit's Guiding them in the Wilderneſs, and. 
inſtructing them, Nehemi ah, Chap. 9. ver, 20. So the Vi- 
fion of Glory that Iſaiab ſaw, ai. 6. 2, and ſo on, is 
applied, as I before obſerved, to Jeſus Chriſt, in Fob. 12. 
41. and to the Holy Ghoft, in 44s 28. 25, 26, Nor to 
mention what I have ſaid before concerning rheſe three 
Divine Perſons being mentioned in our Baptiſm, and in 
ſeveral other Reſpe&s; Then the Creation is aſcribed to 
theſe three Perſons in P/al. 33. 6. as has been before- 
mentioned. There are ſeveral other Places more to the 
ſame Purpoſe, where the great Works of God are ſome- 
times applied ro God the Father, ſometimes to the Son, 
and bleſſed Spirit; and not only the Works and Names 
oF God which are peculiar to him, are artributed to Chriſt 
and the bleſſed Spirit; bur likewiſe rhe Attributes of 
the great God and only true God, are attributed to the 
Holy Ghoft, as well as the bleſſed Jeſus. I ſhall mention 
bur one Text to each of them. (1.) The Eternity of 
God, Joh. 1, 1, In the Beginning was the Words &c. Heb: 
9. 14. Who through the Eternal Spirit, &c. The Omni- 
ſcience of God, whoſe peculiar Prerogative it is to ſearch 
the Heart, as he ſays, in Jer. 4 Zo. is applied to Chrift 
and the bleſſed Spirit: To Chriſt, in Rev. 2. 23. I am he 
- which ſearcheth the Reins and the Hearts, and I wil 
give unto every one of you according to your Vork. And to 
the bleſſed Spirit, in 1 Cor. 2. 10. For the Spirit ſearcheth 
all things, yea the deep Things of God. The third and 
laft Attribute I ſhall mention is, the Power of God, which 
is aſcribed to the Son, and bleſſed Spirit, Rm. 9. 5. (ſpeak- 
ing of the Son of God, Who is over all, God bleſſed for ever. 
And it was by the Power of the Spirit of God Jeſus Chriſt 
caſt our Devils, Matt. 12. 26. from whence our Lord ar- 
gues, Ver, 32. that it is, the higheft Blaſphemy ro ſpeak 
- againſt che Holy Ghoſt, and ſuch as ſhall nor be forgiven. 
Again, we read of his Power, which the Apoſtles were to 
be endued with, in the 24th of St. Luke, which Chriſt, - 

commandedithem to tarry for; and they were accordingly 
endued therewirh ar the Day of Penrecoft, As 2. 23. It's by 
this great Spitit that all thoſe Works are performed that are 
mentioned in 1 Cor. 12. from the 3d to the 14th Verſes 
les by the Spirit we are changed from Glory to Glory, 2 . 
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31 18. Rom: 15: 19. Through mighty Signs aud funde 
by the Power of the Spirit of God, &C- | 
Mes ſee by theſe Places, that to theſe three Divine Per- 
ſons, Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft, are attributed thoſe 
Divine Perfections which cannot be apply d to any but a 
Divine Perſon, and which will bear us out in calling both 
the Son, and Holy Ghoſt God; and that we ought to ac. 
quieſce in what the Apoſtle St. John hath declared to us in 
x — remarkable Place, 1 Job. 5. 7. The Father, the Ward, 
and the Holy Ghoſt, theſe three are one; that is, one in E. 
ſence, This expreſs Text to clear up this great Doctrine 
of the Trinity, has been excellently cleared up by Mon- 
ſieur Martin, in his Diſſertation on it beyond Contradicti- 
on, With this Doctrine agrees what Chriſt ſays of him- 
ſelf in the 1oth Chapter of Sr. Fohn, that he and his Fa- 
ther are one, and that he is equal with God, Phil. 2. 6. 
That he is God's Fellow, Zech. 13, 7. and to name no 
more, that whoſoever hath ſeen Chriſt, bath ſeen the Fa- 


ther alſo, Joh. 14. 9, But if Chriſt was what ſome vile )- 


pinions would intimate, made, or created a God ſome 

Time after the Supreme God, this Opinion wholly contra- 
dicts the Bible, and that particular Place of it, Jai. 43. 10. 
Before me there was no God formed, neither ſhall there be 
after me, So that Chriſt, the Son of God, muſt be God 
equal with the Father in Eſſence from all Eternity; or 
elſe can have no Title (according to this Text,) to be cal- 
led or ftiled God, The Conſequence being ſo clear from 
this Text, and the Godhead of Chrift and the Holy Ghoſt 
being ſo manifeſt from ſeveral other Places I have, upon 
this Subject, before mentioned; this cuts off all Occafi- 
ons from the Adverſaries to this fundamental Doctrine of 
the Trinity, that the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, the“ 
three Perſons, are one God in Unity of Eſſence. 

For my own Parr, I think theſe Proofs ſo ftrong, that 
they will bear us our in all that Worſhip and Homage we 
ay ro our great Lord ard Saviour Jeſus Chriſt jp whoſe 

— we were Baptized, and by whoſe Merits we h 

ro be ſaved ; for, if being the Image of the inviſible 
God, in whom the Fulneſs of the Godhead dwelr bodily, 
God over all, bleſſed for ever, does nor denote that Per- 
ſon to be God, we muſt be ar a loſs ro find Expreſſions 
cf a fuller and larger Extent,

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Before I conclude this Argument, I think it not amiſs; 
more fully to enquire into the Divinity of the bleſſed Spi- 
rir, by whom we are ſanctiſied, and in whoſe Name like- 
"wiſe we have been Baptized: I:'s true, this Doctrine of 
the Divinity of the Holy Ghoſt has not been ſo much im- 
7 as that of our bleſſed Saviour; bur I think the 
oly Spirit has ſo great a Share in our Salvation, that 
we oughr to aſcribe all that Glory to him that is his due, 
Therefore to the other Arguments I have uſed to prove 
the Trinity, and ſo by Conſequence the Divinity of the 
Holy Ghoſt ; I ſhall add in Brief, theſe farther Arguments 
to ſtrengthen ir. That the Holy Ghoft was God is plain 
from the Old and New-Teſtamenr, Chrift fays, Marr. 12, 
31, 32. Wherefore I ſay unto you, All manner of Sin and 
Blaſphemy ſhall be forgiven unto Men: but the Blaſphemy 
againſt the Holy Ghoſt, ſhall not be forgiven unto Men. 
"And whoſoever ſpeaketh a Word againſt the Son of Man, it 
ſhall be forgiven him: but whoſoever ſpeaketh againſt the 
. "Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not be forgiven him, neither in this 
World, neither in the World to come, Does not this Paſſage 
plainly denore the Greatneſs of this Divine Perſon, that to 
commir a Sin againſt him, is the only Sin and Blaiphemy 
unpardonable ? But though the Greatneſs of the Perſon 
is very juſtly to be ſuppoſed, by the Greatneſs of the 
Crime of Sinning againſt him; yet here he is not called 
God, but in another Place he is, As 5. when Anania, 
with Sapphira his Wife, had agreed to deceive the Apo- 
ſtles, and keep back part of the Money they had ſold their 
Land for, the Apoſtle being inſpired by the Holy Ghoſt, 
immediately detected the Fraud; But Peter ſaid, Ana- 
ni as, Ver, 3. why hath Satan filled thine Heart to lie to 
be Holy Ghoſt, &c. And in ver. 4. Why haſt thou conceiv- 
ed this thing in thine Heart? thou haſt not lied unto Men, 
but unto God. Now it is plain, that God in rae 4th Verſe, 
that Ananias lied to, was the ſame Perſon he had lied go 
in the za Verſe, becauſe there is this plain Diſt inction, 
' "Thou haſt not lied unto Men, that is, the Apoſtles, but un- 
to the Diſcerning Spirit, the Holy Ghoſt, even to God; 
and this Attribute of Omniſciency belonging to the Spirit 
of God, is a Proof he is God, becauſe this is a Property 
of God. Jer. 17. 9, 10. The Heart is deceitful above all 
Things, (as it was in this Caſe of Ananias and Sapphira,) 
and deſperately wicked, who can know it I the Lord

None knoweth the Things of God, but the Spirit of God; this 
Spirit ſearcheth all Things, yea, the deep Things of God.

25, not to do deſpite to the bleſſed Spirit of Grace, nor 
to quench his bleſſed Motions, leſt he being grieved, 
depart from us, which is the greateſt Loſs we can poſſibly 
have ; and not to deny his Divinity, and ſo derogate from 
him, and deny him that Homage that is due to him with 
the Father, and the Son; that Son of God who has done 
and ſuffered ſo much for us, who ſeem d to lay aſide his 
G ory for a Time, and humbled himſelf for our ſakes, and

I confeſs I have taken ſome Pains to eſtabliſh my ſelf in 
this great Doctrine ofthe Triniry, eſpecially the Diviniry 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; becauſe] find it a ſpreading O- 
inion of the Times, which comes not from God, but 
rom a Prerence of a higher Degree of humane Wiſdom ; 
nor from the Scriptures, or the Apoſtles, and primitive 
Fathers, for they aſſert the contrary Opinion; this Wiſ- 
dom cometh not from above, for the Scriptures plainly 
tell us, that it is from the Spirit we call Jeſus Lord, 1 Cor. 
12. 3. So that the bleſſed Spirit, the Spirit of Truth, 
bears witneſs to this Truth, that Chriſt is Lord, as well as 
do the Scriptures; and this is one of the Truths the 
Spirit was to teach Chriſt's Diſciples, Foh, 16. 13. And 
hriſt tells St. Peter, when he owned him to be the Son 
of God, that Fleſh and Blood had not revealed this unto 
im, but his Father which is in Heaven, Matt. 16. 17. 
To the ſame purpoſe is Mate. 11. 27. I muſt on, I can- 
not but think our eternal Salvation depends more on the 
Belief of Chriſt's Divinity, than ſuch Perſons who deny it 
conſider ; for if Chrift be not God, all the Worſhip we 
pay him is Idolatry, for Worſhip and Prayer is due to God 
cnly.; beſides, if he be not God, I cannot fee how his 
Merits can be a valuable Satisfaction for our Sins againſt 
an Almighty, Infinite Being, (as has been before ſnewed.) 
So that theſe rwo are very conſiderable Things, and not to 
be ſlighred, becauſe qur not diſpleaſing God depends on the 
firſt, by worſhipping a Creature, and giving that Glory to 
him that is due to God alone; and our Salvation depends 
en the ſecond, in Truſting to thoſe Merits that are not 
ſufficient to ſave us, or elle wickedly denying (as ſome So- 
ini ans do,) that he did die a ſatisfactory Death, though it 
is as fully. ang clearly made our as any thing 0 N 
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ble ; to avoid both theſe Evils, if we do conſult the Bis 
ble fairly, that will teach us (I think) fully rhis great Doc- 

trine of the Trinity, and that the ſecond Perſon is God, 
the only begotten Son of God, and that ſo fully, that 
Words, I think, cannot expreſs it plainer: We have Rea- 
ſon to take Care how we reject ſo important a Doctrine as 
.this: For if be that deſpiſed Moſes's Law dy'd without 
Mercy: of how much ſorer Puniſhment ſhall le be thougbe 
worthy, who bath trodden under Foot the Son of God, and 
hath counted the Blood of the Covenant wherewith be was ſan- 
Aified an unholy thing, Heb. 10, 28, 29. In Feb. 3. 22, 
23. Chriſt ſays, that che Father hath committed all Fudg+ 
ment ro the Son: that all Men ſhould Honour the Son, as 
they Honour the Father, He that honoureth not the Son, 
Honoureth not the Father that ſent him. And how ſad then 
will be the Caſe of thoſe Perſons, who, by derogating 
from the Honour of the Son, in denying his Diviniry, 
offend againſt God the Father alſo, who has commanded 
us ro Honour his Son? The Roman Hiſtory gives us this 
Relation: Thar in the Time. of the Arian Hereſie, 
* one of the Orthodox Biſhops named Amphilochins, a 
© Perfon of eminent Piety, who fearcd the Emperor The- 
* od:ſius would ſuffer himſelf to be ſeduced by the crafty 

Inſinuations of the Ari ans. When the other Biſhops up- 
on his Entry into the Place where the Council was ce. 
lebrared, roſe up, and paid Theodofius the accuſtomed 
Honours, obſerving the ſame to his Son Arcadiu, whom 
he had lately declared Emperor, Amphilochius ſaluted 
the Father, but took no manner of notice of Arcadius, 
which Theodeſius imputing to a Miſtake, commanded 
him to come and render the ſame Honours to Arcadius 
the Biſhop reply'd, he had done his Duty, in that he ha 
honoured the Father; this Anſwer offended Theodoſſus, 
who thought himſelt highly irjured in it; upon which, 
Ampbilochius ſaid aloud, your Majeſty is in the Right, 
in requiring the ſame Honour to be paid ro your Son, 
which js due to your ſelf; be pleaſed to judge there- 
fore what an heinous Offence they commit againſt God 
the Father, who are ſo far from giving the Son the Ho- 
nour due to his Name, that they dare moſt impiouſly ro 
revile and blaſpheme it. Theo doſis (it is added,) was fo 
touched with this ſeaſor able Anſwer, that he ever after 
elpouled the Orthodox Intereft with more Zeal, and 
£ prohibited the Aians from holding any publick *

blies This Emperor Reigned with great Glory and 
Succeſs, and ar laſt died in Peace, Whereas Valens, who 
was an Arian, and a great Perſecuror of the Orthodox 
Chriſtians, as he lived a barbarous cruel Life, ſo he died 
an ignominious Death; all Authors agree that he was 

illed, and ſome ſay in this Manner: After he was 
* wounded in Battle, he fled to a Conntryman's Houſe 
hard by, which they made good againſt the Barbarians, 


* who, ignorant of the Quality of the Perſon, and more f 


intent upon the Proſpect of a greater Booty, ſer Fire to 
the Houſe, in rhe Flames of which, the unhappy Empe- 
© ror loſt his Life, and was conſumed,” This Account the 
© Roman Hiſtory gives of him. „ 3 8 
This unhappy End had Valens. And as the Founder of 
this ſad Hereſie, Arius, came to a moſt infamous End, as 
has been before relared ; ſo many of his Followers came 
to the like Fare, as is recorded in Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory; 
indeed they could expect no other at the Hands of God; 
for their Barbarity and Wickedneſs was ſo great, that, (as 
has been before remarked,) they exceeded the Pagan Im- 
piery and Cruelty 3 a good Proof from whence their O- 
. pinion ſprang, it bearing not the Fruits of the Spirit, ex- 
preſſed in Gal. 3. 22, 23. but thoſe abovementioned in 
the 19, 20, and 21ſt Verſes of this Chapter, in which 
Number Hereſies are mentioned as one; fo that if we 
judge of the Tree by its Fruits, as our Saviour has adyi-' 
ſedd us to do, in the 7th Chapter of St. Matthew, we 
have reaſon to think tome, and indeed moſt of them 
that held the Arian Hereſie, ro be among ſome of the 
worſt of Men, Whereas, to believe Feſus Chrift to 
be the Son of God, ſeems to be one of the chief 
Articles of our Religion; for thus ſaith Sr, John, 
in his firſt Epiſtle, Chap. 4. ver. 15. Whoſcever ſhal 

confeſs that Jeſus is the Son of God, God dwelleth in 
bim, and be in God. And in the next Chapter, 1 
Foh. Chap. 5. ver. ho is he that overcometh the

Horld, but he that believeth that Feſus is the Son of 
God? So that by theſe two Places it appears abfo., 
lately neceſſary for our Salvation, to be found. in 
225 grand Article of Feſus Chriſt's being the Son of 
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WE b. 3 2 
For a Cloſe of all, inſtead of caſting ſuch a Reproachi 
on the Dignity of our bleſſed Lord and Saviour Feſus 
_ Chriſt, as to deny his Divinity and Godhead, becauſe out 
of amazing Love and Condeſcenſion, he was pleaſed for 
a Time to vail his Glory, and took upon him the Form 
of a Servant, and being found in Faſhion of a Man, he 
humbled himſelf, and became obedient to Death, even 
the Death of the Croſs, that we might obtain everlaſting 
Life through the Purchaſe of his Death and Merits { Let 
us ipſtead of this, I ſay, with that noble Choir above; 
cofel 3 Worthy is the Lamb that was ſlgin, to receive Power, 
and Riches, and Wiſdom, and Strength, and Honour, and Glory, 
and Praiſe, and Bleſſing. For thou haſt Redeemed us out of 
every Kindred, and Tongue, and Nation. The Apoſtle Ste 
Paul ſaid, He deſired to know nothing but Jeſus Chriſt, and 
him crucified. And indeed, here is ſo large a Field for 
our Contemplation and Admiration, that it Merus our 
| bet and chiefeſt Thoughts, and exceeds our higheſt 
Comprehenſion, ro know the Heighth, and Depth, and 
Length, and Breadth of this Love of God in Chrzit Jeſus 
our Lord. This is that Myſtery the Angels deſire to look 
into! and well they may, to conſider that a Perſon equal 
to the great God in Dignity, che Brightneſs of his Father's 
Glory, his only begorten, and beloved Son, who lay in his 
Boſom, and in whom dwelr the Fulneſs of the Godhe: d 
bodily; ſhould unite himſelf ro the Infirmities of 
our Fleſh, and rake upon him all the Miſeries of this 
Life, and at laſt, die the curſed Death of the Croſs; 
What amazing Love was this! If we confider likewiſe 
the unworthy Subjects this bleſſed ſeſus ſuffered for, Enemies 
and Rebels to him, to God and Goodneſs, it will raiſe our 
Admiration proportionably; for this inhances the Greatneſs 
of this Love, that even while we were Enemies, Chriſt died 
For us, that juſt Perſon for the Unjuſt, to bring us to 
God. Sure, if Love and Benefits beſtowed upon us, me- 
rit our Love in return, ſuch ſurpriſing and incomprehenſi- 
ble Love and Benefits as Chriſt has beſtowed upon us in 
Redeeming us from evetlaſting Miſery, and purchaſing for 
us Eternal Life and Happineſs, ought to dra forth our 
higheſt Love and Gratitude to the bleſſed Son of God who 
did condeſcend to take our Nature, and in that Natute 
to die a Sacrifice for our Sins; what a Myſtery (indeed) 
is this, that God ſhould be manifeſt in the Fleſh > Thar 
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that bleſſed Son of God, who was daily his Father's IJe2 
Iighr, rejoicing always before him; / ſhould rejoice in 
the habirable Parrs of the Earth, and ſhould declare his 
Delights were with the Sons of Men, Prov. 8. 30, 31. 
Let us render all Praiſe and Glory to God the Father, for 
Parting with his own Son our of his own Boſom to die 
for us: God ſo loved the World (ſays Chriſt, Joh. 3. 16.) 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whoſoever believeth 
in him ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſting Life. And 
hall we derogate from this great Love of the Father, who 
ſo loved us as to ſend his only begotten Son, who was of 
the ſame Eſſence with the Father, in thus denying 
his Divinity, becauſe of his Condeſcenfion and 
Humility? And becauſe he humbled himſelf, and be- 
came Obedient ro Death for our ſakes, that we ſhould 
Jive by and through him; and he that was exceed- 
ing Rich, being the God and Maker of the World, 
yer. for our ſakes became Poor, rhat we by his Po- 
verty might be made Rich. Shall we rob him of his 
part ray who emptied himſelf of his Glory, and vail- 
ed ir for a Time with the poor Robes of our Hu- 
manity, that he might be made capable of Suffer- 
ing for us ? This will be the Height of Ingratitude in 
us. And we may juſtly fear, fince we will deny 
the great Merits of his Blood and Sufferings, he will 
. deny us the Benefits of it; for it was his being 
God, as well as Man, which ſet ſo high a Value on 
his Sufferings ; therefore the Apoſtle St. Paul ſays, 
in the 2oth Chapter of the As, ar the 28th Verſe; 
Feed the Church of God, which he bath 8 
with bis own Blood, For none leſs than one equal ro 
God; God's Fellow, as he is pleaſed ro call Chriſt, 
could make an adequate Satisfaction ro the Juſtice of 
an infinite offended God; and therefore it is ſaid, 
in the 1oth Chapter of the Hebrews ver. 5. Sacrifice 
and Offering thou wouldeſt not, (they being too weak 
to make Satis faction,) but = Body haſt thou prepared 
me. And ſo the Apoſtle goes on to the 1oth Verſe, 
to ſhew the Weakneſs aud Inefficacy of the one ro 
take away Sin, and the Efficacy of Chriſt's Blood 
- inftirured in their + Stead to take away all Sin, He 
taleth away the firſt, ſaith he, that he may eſtabliſh the 
ſecond, (meaning Chriſt's meritorious Sacrifice,) _

By this Voice, 
which the Apoſtle Peter ſays, we heard in the holy 
Mount, and were Eye-Witneſſes of his Majeſty, 
whereby he received from God the Father Honour 
and Glory, 2 Pet. 1. 16, 17, Let us fear diſhonouring 
the Father, by not giving Chriſt his due, and obſery- 
ing his Command, (as has been before ſaid) That 
4 Men ſhould honour the Son, even as they honour the - 
Father; he that htnoureth not the Son, honoureth nos the 
Father which ſent him, Joh. 5, 23. As therefore we 
would avoid the Evil Conſequence of Offending both 
God the Father and God the Son, let us ſtudy this 
important Doctrine of Chriſt's Divinity more: For 
this is Life Eternal, to know thee the only true God, 
and Feſus Chrift wham thou haſt ſent, Joh. 17. 32.
